of buildino- a boundary wall to surround the said new burial-ground shall be 
charged on and paid out of the pfior rates of the whole of the said Union : 

And whereas the said Burial Board have presented a petition to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland, in pursuance of the said Act, praying that they,
